BEES AND CLOVER SEED 


> 0 S S 
Pollinization 
Through 
Agency of Insect Is Efficient. 


Yiaintenance of Adequate Acreage of 
Clover Has Become a Rather Se­ 
rious Problem on Account of 
Small Supply of Seed. 


Mechanical devices for pollinating 
red clover have not been found suc­ 
cessful 
by investigators 
who have 
)een studying the problem of red d o ­ 
zer seed production. 
On the other 
land, the investigators found that the 
mmblebee is an efficient cross-pollina- 
:or, and that under certain conditions 
che honeybee may also be most useful. 
For some years there has been an 
^sufficient supply of home-grown red 
dover seed. 
As a result not only has 
:he price of the seed been high, but 
arge quantities of foreign seed. which 
s frequently inferior to the domestic, 
lave had to be imported. 
Iii conn 
juence, the maintenance of en ade 
luate clover acreage has b ec'ire * 
rather serious problem. 
To reined 
he situation, attempts have been mad. 
to ascertain the minimum quantities 
of seed per acre required to secure a 
satisfactory stand and the conditions 
necessary to maintain such a stand 
In addition, efforts have been made to 
develop a heavy seeding, hardy strain 
of clover, and finally various mechani­ 
cal forms of pollination have been 
experienced with. 
A professional 
of the United 
States department of agriculture has 
recentlv b%en published containing re­ 
sults of experiments which show that 
th9 yield of seed obtained on heads 
which were not pollinated or which 
were self-pollinated in different ways 
was practically negligible. 
The actual 
amount was less than one-half of one 
per cent, and this insignificant quan­ 
tity, it is said, may be accounted for 
by accidental pollination from outside 
sources. 
In contrast with these re 
suits it was found that the bumble­ 
bee was able to pollinate from 30 to 
35 flowers a minute in dry weather. 
When few nectar-producing plants are 
available it was found that the honey­ 
bee also collects large quantities of 
pollen from red clover and in the pro 
cess cross-pollinteation of the flowers 
takes place.

Though 
tlready mentioned in the cable dis-

Paris Journal is interesting: 
“Yesterday a report 
ran through 
he French lines that a sausage bal- 
oon was off.’ Thousands of anxious 
‘yes were directed toward the little 
•peck which grewT fainter and fainter 
n the distance as the southerly wind 
wafted it toward the 
German posi- 
ions. Four aeroplanes at once start­ 
'd in the vain hope of rendering as­ 
sistance, but every one felt that the 
observer was doomed. Minutes pass­ 
'd. The balloon kept rising. Soldiers 
"orgot to fire, the 
suspense 
w’as so 
terrible. 
“Then suddenly a tiny gray speck 
was seen to part 
from 
the balloon, 
which shot up a thousand feet, hut 
nstead of falling to earth the speck 
'.cerned to be pulled up sharp in mid- 
ir. At last, with the aid of glasses, 
observers saw’ that the speck w’as a 
Inman body suspended from a para- 
'hute. A mighty cheer arose as the 
ruth was realized, 
but 
a full ten 
minutes elapsed 
as 
the parachute 
with its human 
freight 
slowly 
de­ 
scended, and finally landed close to 
he French lines.” 
The young 
lieutenant 
thus 
de* 
'.cribed the experience: “The first in­ 
timation that 
something 
had 
gone 
wrong was 
when 
I 
felt 
a 
slight 
hock. I thought the telephone cable 
tad parted. 
All 
at once I became 
aware that the other balloons 
were 
growing smaller, and I grasped 
the 
act that I was adrift. 
A glance at 
my barometer told me that I w’as al­ 
ready 5,000 feet up. I tried to pull 
the cord working the hydrogen auto­ 
matic control, but 
it 
had become 
lammed and refused to work. I tried 
lo climb to it, but failed. 
“Then I feared I was lost. My first 
thought was to 
destroy my papers. 
Then I thought of blowing 
out my 
blains to avoid falling into the hands 
of the 
Germans. 
Then, 
however, 
came inspiration. Why not try the 
parachute? I had to be quick, for T 
was then 11,000 feet up. 
The cord 
which was tied around my body was 
65 feet long, so I had to jump that 
distance into the void before the box 
containing the parachute could open 
up and set it free. 
“For a fewr seconds I held onto the 
car by my hands. Then I let go. 
I 
must have dropped 
more 
than IOO 
feet before the parachute unfurled, 
and it was not an 
agreeable sensa­ 
tion. But after that I did not mind. I 
was able to look about me and felt 
tho sensation of 
complete security. 
When I was about 2,500 feet from the 
ground I began to see that the wind 
was carrying me toward the German 
lines. 
Then 
I- seemed to lose con­ 
sciousness. When I finally landed I 
was only 300 yards from the German 
lines. I had been twenty minutes in 
falling.” 
The officer refused 
to 
allow’ his 
name to be published. “It would be 
too much of a shock to my mother,” 
he explained, “for she fancies I ani 
in a safe billet.”

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Plant Seed on Cloudy Day and W ater 
Ground With a Spray. 
Always select a rather still, cloudy 
day to plant the seed. 
If the day is 
windy some of it (which is very fine) 
will be blown about, and this must be 
avoided. 
After sowing, 
water the 
ground with the fine spray in the noz­ 
zle of the hand watering can. 
Never 
use a garden bose for this purpose or 
you will injure much of the s«i‘d. 
A garden that is composed entirely of 
blooming plants must be planted in a 
sunny situation. Not even a branch of 
some tall tree must cast a single shad­ 
ow across it. Where the shadow falls 
there will be few flowers. 
In the beginning it will require a cer­ 
tain care. 
The plants will spring up 
In close masses, which must be thin­ 
ned out. Each plant, if it is to develop 
to its full quota of beauty, must have 
room for individual development. When 
thinning out your garden give the 
plants you do not need to your neigh­ 
bor or to some friend. 
This may en­ 
courage her to make a garden. 
For the first few weeks it may be 
rather hard to distinguish weeds from 
flowers, but in a short time the former 
can be detected and uprooted easily. 
Keep down all weeds and bear in 
mind that they are usually more vig­ 
orous growers and have stronger con­ 
stitutions than other flowers, and un­ 
less they are destroyed you will have 
a garden of weeds, with only here and 
there a few very indifferent plants 
bearing even more indifferent blooms. 
Before sowing the seed make a 
rough sketch of the plot This will pre­ 
vent a clash of colors when the bloom­ 
ing season comes. 
Unless you take 
this precaution you are apt to have 
brilliant yellow poppies growing next 
to red verbenas and other garish com­ 
binations. 
As a second equally important rea­ 
son, every plant has its own height, 
and if you would see all your posies 
you must have the low growing varie­ 
ties along the borders and the tall ones 
in the background. So plant the holly­ 
hocks in the back beyond the phlox, 
which are not so tall, and the sweet 
alyssum in front of the garden pinks 
for the same reason. 
Your plan may 
be ever so crude, but it takes only a 
few minutes and will eliminate future 
confusion and disappointments. 


Baked Crabs.

Mince some cold bam. 
Have

The fly 
becomes an involuntary carrier of dis­ 
ease germs merely through accidental 
contamination of its feet or wings or 
body or buccal apparatus. It transfers 
quite 
impartially 
any 
germs 
that 
chance to adhere to it. 
Microscopic examination has shown 
that millions of bacteria may some­ 
times be found on the body of a single 
fly. 
Ordinarily these are of more or 
less harmless species. 
That typhoid 
germs are sometimes among the num­ 
ber is merely due to the filth-frequent­ 
ing habits of the insect. 
Tile germs 
of tuberculosis are also susceptible of 
conveyance; likewise those of diph­ 
theria and cholera. 
Prof. Nuttall has 
shown that the fly may not only in­ 
fest the germs of bubonic plague, but 
may itself fall victim to the disease. 
The best protection against danger 
from the fly would obviously be found 
in extermination of the insects them­ 
selves. 
But this offers tremendous 
difficulties. 
A single fly that finds 
access to refuse-heap or garbage-pail 
may deposit a completement of about 
130 eggs that will hatch to maggots 
in five days and appear as adult flies 
in five days more. 
The life cycle is 
so short, the fecundity of the insect so 
great, that the progeny of a single 
female in a summer season would if 
unrestrained 
reach 
unbelievable 
numbers. 
Here are the figures, ac­ 
cording to some one who has taken 
the trouble to make the computation: 
1,096,181,249.311.720,000,OOO,000.000. 
When wre reflect that (estimating 
10,000 flies to the quart) ibis would 
represent about 340 billion bushels of 
flies for each man, woman and child 
in the United States, it would appear 
that the

crusade of extermination is not en­ 
couraging. 
And 
the 
matter seems 
quite disheartening when the comput­ 
er further assures us that if food and 
breeding-places were 
provided 
and 
enemies evaded, the progeny of a sin­ 
gle fly in 
unchecked 
development 
through twelve generations may be 
estimated as making a mass of flies 
measuring 268,778,165,861 cubic miles, 
or considerably more than the total 
size of the earth. 
In the light of such 
figures, 
fly 
“swatting,” 
though 
commendable 
enough in itself, must seem an in­ 
adequate method 
of 
extermination. 
But fortunately more effective meas­ 
ures are available. A recent editorial 
in the Medical Record, from which 
some of the figures just given are 
quoted, suggests the slogan, “No filth, 
no flies—and no disease.” 
It urges that we follow the fly to her 
breeding-place—seldom 
more 
than 
three to five hundred feet away—and 
make that place decent and sanitary. 
We are told that we must get rid of 
“the unsanitary* closet, the manure- 
heap, the uncovered garbage-can, the 
putrescent dead dog and horse in the 
public highway. 
All refuse and de­ 
caying material and all vegetable and 
table w'aste should be removed and 
be burned or covered with lime or 
kerosene oil.
